Fiske as arteriosclerosis, myocarditis, 
chronic pleurisy, arrested tuberculosis 
and arthritis, particularly of the spine.

I don’t care 
if you do have an order from the gov- 
ernor. There isn’t but one man that 
can order the removal of Holloway 
and that’s the sheriff of Robertson 
county.”
